Surely more than two-thirds of the 
voters of Orange county will approve 
the harbor bonds tomorrow, for al­ 
ready Orange county is reaping Anan- 
| cial benelit from the harbor improve­ 
ments completed by the city of New­ 
port Beach under her $240,000 bond is­ 
sues. 
Newport is showing even this 
early that her little harbor is an in­ 
vestment. and with this showing there 
can remain no doubt that $500,000 will 
bring further substantial returns. 
Actual 
results 
already 
obtained 
I must convince tilts most skeptical that 
money spent in harbor development 
will be a financially-paying investment 
for Orange county. 
A year ago. with her jetty just com­ 
pleted. Newport was collecting taxes 
t)n less than fifty power and sailboats 
assessed at probably $35,000.

Entrance Channel Deepening. 
The entrance channel has been the 
subject of many an alleged argument 
against the harbor project, fear being 
expressed that the channel might not 
be maintained. 
Soundings taken at 
frequent intervals by the city engineer 
of Newport Beach show the fallacy of 
this “argument.” 
Before the jetty was built, there was 
ail average depth of 5 feet, five inches 
in the entrance channel and at the end 
of the proposed jetty the depth was 9 
feet. 
The sounding figures show that 
as soon as the jetty was completed the 
natural flow of water began scouring 
out the channel, and it is estimated 
that this natural scouring saved New­ 
port Beach over $30,000 on its dredg­ 
ing cost. 
That the entrance channel has been 
gradually deepening is shown by the 
sounding figures in the channel and 
over the bar. 
The “bar,” too, is being 
gradually carried out to sea, is now 
near the end of the jetty, and no doubt 
will soon be eliminated. 
The soundings in the entrance chan­ 
nel show increased depths since the 
jetty was built, as follows:

Early Settler and Most Prom-! 
inent of Its Citizens For 
• 
Years Passes Away 


James McFadden, pioneer of this 
city and for fifty years probably the 
best known and most influential and 
most active of its citizens, died this 
morning at his home at Altadena. 
Death came after a lingering weak­ 
ness of several months, the result of 
ult! age. 
With the passing of James McFad 
den goes the third of four McFadden 
brothers who had much to do with the 
history of Oiange county and with its 
making and development. Two of his 
brothers, Archie and John, are dead, 
and the other, Robert, lives in Los 
Angeles. 
James McFadden was born on a 
farm near Delhi, Delaware county, N. 
i„ on September 4, 1832. In the fam­ 
ily were twelve children, one of them 
being Finley McFadden, a cousin ol 
the other children. 
He now lives in 
Santa Ana, father of Mrs. W. W. Hoy 
The father of these children was 
John McFadden, a Scot, who as a 
young man came to America and soon 
made a name for himself as a farmer 
in a farming community. 
The mother 
was Mrs. Effie 
Lamont 
McFadden. 
who, as was her husband, was a na­ 
tive of the Isle of Butte, Scotland. 
Comes to California 
As a young man James McFadden 
attended Delhi Academy, and for a 
time w-as a schoolteacher. 
The pion­ 
eer spirit brought him to California it; 
1864 by way of Panama. 
In 1868 he 
located in Santa Ana. 
In that year 
he bought a portion of the 
Rancho 
Santiago de Santa Ana, and portions- 
if that ranch were farmed by James 
McFadden for forty years. 
He moved his family to the rand 
in 1874. 
For many years tile famllj 
•esidence was at the southeast cor 
ner of South Main and 
McFadden 
streets. 
A few years ago a fine resi 
fence was built at 
Altadena, 
and 
since then Altadena has 
been 
th* 
home. 
While always maintaining a leader 
ship and intefest in 
farming 
and 
dairying, James McFadden was a mar 
of wide interests. 
In 1874 he and his 
brother Robert established a shipping 
business out of Newport Bay. 
They 
owned the steamer Newport, which 
brought freight and lumber from San 
’♦'ranciseo and carried products in re­ 
turn. 
Later there developed the New­ 
port Wharf and Lumber Co., which 
built and for many years maintained 
a large shipping business 
over 
the 
wharf at Newport Beach. 
A railroad 
from Santa Ana to Newport 
Bead 
was built. 
Later the railroad 
and 
wharf were sold to the Southern Pa 
cifir. 
For a time, James McFadden 
was a partner of 
ex-United 
States 
Senator Pet kins, one of 
the 
hest 
known ocean transportation men of 
the; coast. 
In more recent years he- was one of 
the organizers of the' Sou*bern Cali­ 
fornia Sugar Co., and then 
of 
the 
Santa Ana Sugar Co., of w hich he was 
vice president. 
In the formation of Orange county 
James McFadden 
had 
a 
powerful 
hand. 
He was the 
man 
who 
en­ 
gineered the passage of the enabling 
act through the state legislature. 
Active In Politics 
•For many years, he was very active 
in politics. 
While never seeking of­ 
fice for himself, he was intensely in­ 
terested in all public matters 
and 
when It*' entered a campaign he put 
vigor and life into it. and his success 
in politics was proverbial in Southern 
California. 
Through a wide acquaint­ 
ance. personal and in a business way, 
his influence was statewide. 
He was 
a lw a y s a strongly partisan Republi­ 
can. 
No one took greater 
interest 
or 
fought harder for dry measures than 
did James McFadden. He was always 
deeply interested in church matters, 
and for over a quarter of a century he 
was presiding elder of th** 
United 
Presbyterian church of this city. His 
philanthropies were many and there 
never was a man who 
stood 
more 
truly by his friends than did he. 
Surviving this hardy pioneer are 
his widow and two daughters. Misses 
Jennie and Elizabeth McFadden, all 
of Altadena; one brother, Robert Mc­ 
Fadden of Los Angeles, and adopted 
brother. Finley McFadden of Santa 
Ana: four sisters, Misses Agnes and 
Annie McFadden of Newburg. N. Y„ 
Mrs. Jeannette Itairt of Seattle and 
Robert McFadden families.

Expect the American Flag to 
Fly Over Ships In 
, B razilian Ports 


BY LAWRENCE HAAS 
(United Presa Staff Correspondent) 
RIO DE JANEIRO. June 9 — Ameri­ 
cans here and in other Brazilian ports 
are awaiting the return of the "good 
old days” of the supremacy 
of 
the 
American merchant marine 
with 
a 
feeling of confidence, in the restoration 
of their commercial standing, mixed 
with a spirit of patriotism. 
They are hoping to see In the near 
future the Stars and Stripes floating 
from at least forty to fifty per cent 
\jbl the Bhips in the harbors of Rio, 
Santos and Pernambuco, a condition 
that hah not existed for more than a 
half century, 
since 
the 
decline of 
America s merchant 
fleet, 
following 
the Civil' War, and the introduction 
shortly afterward of the steel vessels 
by Great Britain. 
•» 
The Brazilians 
and 
other 
South 
Americans were closer to the Unit­ 
ed States Gian to any other country in 
the middle* end fore part of the last 
century, through contact with Yankee 
skipper* of Yankee trading ships, but 
the neglect 
of 
America’s* merchant 
marine, which 
dwindled 
after 
the 
‘‘Sixties 
, to 
practicilly 
nothing, 
coupled with the growing enterprises 
of the Old World in the direction of 
the 
southern 
Continent, 
distracted 
South America’s interest from their 
powerful sister republic in the North, 
and gave Europe a long lead in South 
America. 
Result of War 
Only the world war succeeded in ac­ 
complishing any real results, and from 
the efforts of the United States Ship­ 
ping Board, the United States Cham 
her of Commerce, the Pan-American 
Union, and other organisations and in 
dividual8, the outlook has again taken 
on a roseate hue, 
In 1911 only three American vessels 
touched at this port, in comparison 
with 287 ships of American registry 
which entered Rio in 1858. From 1860 
on there was a steady decline. Since 
1911, however, there 
was 
a 
slight 
though steady increase, although dur­ 
ing the two-year period of 1912-1913 
only sixteen American vessels entered 
Rio harbor. In 1913 the first vessel of 
the United States and Brazil Steam 
ship Line entered Rio. In 1914, twenty, 
six American 
vesssels entered 
th* 
port, but during 1915, for the first time 
in many years, the American ship be­ 
gan-to come into its own again, when 
103 American vessels made Rio. 
The number of American vessels to 
make Rio in 1916 rose to 130. Ameri 
ca’s entry in the war naturally took 
most of the Vessels out of the South 
American trade, and 
in 
1917, 
ll 
American vessels made entry, this de­ 
clining to seventy-one ships in 1918. 
Sailing vessels again came into their 
own temporarily, due to the necessity 
for using every steamship in the Eu­ 
ropean war service. 
Of the seventy 
one American vessels which entered 
Rio in 1918. 
only 
seventeen 
were 
steamships. 
1919 Banner Year 
Since 
the 
United States Shipping 
Board ha* already made provision for 
considerable tonnage to South Amer 
lea, 1919 promises to be the banner 
year since I860 in 
the 
number of 
American vessels entering here. Be 
tween January I and March 7, 1919, 
twenty-seven vessels flying the Anteri 
can flag entered the port of Rio. 
The registered tonnage of the ves 
gels which entered Rio in 1918 totalled 
2.737,281 tons.

Equal Education Plan For 
Everyone Is Dropped 
By Socialists 


BERLIN, 
June 
6.—The 
radical 
claim, that “equal education for every­ 
one,’’ the principal of socialism, has 
been dropped bv the socialistic Ger­ 
man government. 
While the latter, 
during the last three months, spent 
eight and a half billion marks on the 
“new militarism,” the Prussian minis­ 
ter of finances turned a deaf ear to all 
calls for help from the minister of cul­ 
ture. 
Both ministers are majority so­ 
cialists. 
The total amount needed for the 
most necessary school reforms is es­ 
timated at two hundred million marks 
but not even one million and a half 
was granted for the proposed People’s 
high school, where intelligent work­ 
men could be trained as administra­ 
tion officials. 
This, according to the 
radicals, is the only basis upon which 
the socialist*1 republicans stand. 
In 
order to erect a temporary school for 
this purpose, the reformers are now 
begging for funds from capitalists. 
There are from ten to fifteen thou­ 
sand 
unemployed 
teachers. 
Thou­ 
sands of governesses are being dis­ 
missed to make room for the return­ 
ing warriors. 
All these girls are in 
great need. Hundreds appeal daily to 
the minister of culture who is unable 
to assist them. 
The reformers intend to change the 
entire school system to correspond 
with American, Danish and Swedish 
systems. 
The municipal administrations prom­ 
ised to reserve twenty-five per cent of 
all the seats in the privileged schools 
for the workmen’s children. 
The re­ 
formers, 
however, 
fear 
that 
this 
would spoil their children, since they 
would adopt burgeois manners. 
Meanwhile, the school system is be­ 
coming more reactionary. 
The direc­ 
tors and high school teachers, mostly 
members of the Pan Germanistic par­ 
ties, are forming leagues of youths 
and offer active resistance to all or­ 
ders issued by the minister of cul­ 
ture. 
Socialistic teachers 
are dismissed 
by the directors. 
The school books 
are, as before, filled with imperialistic j 
and royal history. Asking a boy what 
kind of a lesson he had lo learn for I 
the dav, he showed me his hook.
